WINNIPEG, Nov. 16.—(CP) 

Citizens of greater Winnipeg 
began paying more for their 
street car rides yesterday, the 
result of an increase in fares 
the first change for 17 years— 
granted by the Pubiie Utility 
Board 

Tickets for adults still cost 15 
cents for two, but the permit 
costing 25 cents weekly and en- 
titling its holder to a five-cent 
fare has been abolished. A 
monthly pass, costing $6 previ- 
ously, now costs $7.50. 

School children 13 years of 
age or more must present stud- 
ent cards to ride for children's 
fares—six for 25 cents—between 
8 a.m. and 5 p.m. on school days 
Children under 13 can ride on 
children’s fares at all times.

there are still 4,336 ballots to be 
accounted for. 

It has been generally acknow- 
ledged that public ownership won 
the plebiscite, but the incomplete 
returns show a somewhat different 
story.

Buyers’ Strikes Are Not Likely to Succeed

The price ceilings might have 
to be fairly general. As long as 
there is spending pressure on 
the total supply of consumption 
goods available, holding down one 
price by regulation would only 
result in pushing other prices up 
higher 

It is true that some goods are 
“more essential” than others, It 
might be wise policy to hold the 
prices of these things even if the 
prices of consumers’ goods in gen- 
eral increased, 


Regulation 


Of Wages 


Wages are the price of labor 
service Regulation of wages 
would be a necessary part of an 


effective system of price con- 
trols, When the conditions are 
such as to cause a rise in prices, 


wage increases or cost of living 
bonuses ultimately defeat them- 


selves. 


If particular prices are held 
down, direct supporting measures 
will’ almost certainly have to be 
used 

Suppose the price of bread is 
to be held, while the prices of 
other things and therefore costs 
entering into bread are rising. 
Under these conditions the out- 
put of bread will ultimately de- 
crease; unless an increased sub- 
sidy is provided 

But the subsidy on bread does 
not offset the effect which low 
bread prices have on the prices 
of other things, 

If the price of a commodity, for 


example, butter, were “rolled 
back” with a subsidy, people 
would be willing to buy more 
butter than is available unless 


butter were rationed, Jt might be 
very diffic:!t to avoid “black 
market” operations 

These are, of course, not con- 
clusive arguments against control 
of particular prices, The import- 
ant thing is that & is rarely 


enough for a government merely 
to announce a fixed price, Usual- 
ly this action must be taken ig 
support; and sometimes the sup- 
porting mechanisms are irksome 


Voluntary 


Restraint 

Apart from government con- 
trols, voluntary restraint by in- 
dividuals or by group action 
might seem to be helpful. 

We do threaten the use of the 
boycott or buyers’ strike. Letting 
off steam in this way may make 
us fee) better. As a means of 
curving inflation it is not likely 
to make much difference. 

If the buyers’ strike is directed 
against a particular commodity 
(and supposing it were success- 
ful) people shift their spending 
to other things and increase the 
pressure on other prices 

A general buyers’ strike, equiv- 
alent to a reduction in spending 
and an increase in saving would 
bring results. But buyers’ strikes 


are not likely to be successful, 

We are always quite happy te 
have the other person stop buy- 
ing; but our own resolution 
weakens when we have to go 
without,
